tbe honey up into sections just where 
it Is wanted. 


There are some 800.000 beekeepers in

line, obtaining honey for home use and 
a small trade.

There -were several im- 
promptu, prisons- auTNfew York where 
the patriot captives were lodged. One 
was the city hall, another the famous 
old "Sugar House," another. King's 
(now Columbia) college; another the 
"new gaol" (the old hall of records 
in City HaU park),.torn down only a 
few years ago), and—worst of all—- 
the "prison s"bip 'Jersey,'" moored on 
tne Brooklyn shore. Churches were 
also turned Into jails. 


In the prison ship the captives were 


herded by hundreds in dark, foul pens, 
destitute of pure air 
and sunlight. 


They were given mcb. food AS a dog 
might "well scorn, and in -such tiny 
quantities as would not 
suffice to] 


keep a dog alive. The -water they! 
drank was filthy. No medical care 
or chance for cleanliness or exercise 
was granted them. Prison fever and 
other maladies scourged their ranks. 
They died like so many flies. To such 
fearful condition -were ther reduced 
that the lowest city outcasts were 
touched by pity and secretly sent 
them food. 


The fate of the captives in the new 


gaol, or hall of records, was little bet- 
ter. 
Here Is an extract from Pin- 


tard's account of their sufferings: 


"So closely were they packed to- 


gether that when they lay down at 
night to rest, on tbe hard oak planks, 
and they wished to turn, it was all 
together, by word of command— 
•right'—left'—being 90 wedged as to 
form almost a solid mass of human 
bodies." 


All war Is crnel. But such torture 


as this was inexcusable. And (though j 
the British government might perhaps 
have bettered matters had they chos- 
en to) the lion's share of the blame 
was Cunningham's. Here Is a. portion 
of his sworn confession, made in 1791, 
just before his own execution: 


1 shudder to thlnl. of the murders 


I have been accessory to. both with 
and without crderm from government, i 
especialy while In New York, during 
which time there were more than two 
thousand prisoner* starved by stop- 
ping their rations (which I sold).

PUNNING FOR THE FUTURE 


Tltnbvr Crop Is of Slow Growth, but 


Pays to Cultivate It. 


In order to get a crop of potatoes we 


plant and cultivate; it we want the 
best orchard we spray and prune, bet 
we let nature plant and care for tte 
wood lot, and then we wonder why 
that woodtot does not pay. 


The timber crop can be Improved by 


care for the same reasons that other 
crops can be improved. 


Although it takes longer to raise this 


crop than any other, it can be raised on 
land otherwise unprofitable or Idle- 


Such a crop will in tbe end yield a 


comfortable bank account, and the 
value of the wood lot to the farm is 
greater than tbe sale value of tbe crop 
In tbe convenience and tbe saving of 
money by having various wood prod- 
acts at hand, in protecting the build- 


to keep good farm help profitably em- 
ployed all the year. 


The three principal aims in caring 


for the wood lot should be to keep the 
ground thoroughly covered with trees. 


[ to have only the best possible trees and 
to make them grow rapidly. 


I 
in order to make timber grow fast 


' care should be taken in choosing the 
kinds of trees to raise, the soil should 
be kept moist and mellow by protect- 
ing the leaf molch, and the best trees 
should be given a fair amount of light 
by making improvement cuttings. 


Methods of starting new trees either 


to fill openings now in the woods or to 
replace timber to be harvested are as 
follows*: By sprouts, by seed lafflng 
from neighboring trees, by sowing seed 
broadcast and by planting trees or seed. 
—Cornell (N. I.) Beading Course Lea- 
son For Farm. 


Cement In TrM Caviti**, 


If your orchard trees have decayed 


portions to them clean out the rotted 
wood, then bore diagonally into the 
wood in different directions from the 
bottom of the bole in order that the 
filling may hold. Fill the cavity with 
the following cement compound: Port- 
land cement, one pound; sand, two 
pounds; cinders, two pounds. Pack tbe 
cement in well and seal all around 
the filling with a tar mixture. Leave 
no projections beyond the plane of the 
bark and Immediately tbe wood ring 
and the bark will begin to form over 
the patch, and the tree will ultimately 
be as good as new. The entire heart 
of the tree may be cleared out and 
flHed in this way juid the tree will con- 
tinue to flourish.—Farm Progress.

Uacle Sam'* pensioners redding in 
Licking county have received notices 
from the pension department, advis- 
ing them that after the first of the 
rear all pensions will be paid direct 
to the old veterans, without the usu- 
al formality of making out vouchers, 
as has been the custom in the past. 


This action is taken in conformity 


"with the provisions of the new pen- 
sion bill passed at the late session 
of congress. 
It abolishes a large 


number of pension offices over the 
country. 


Heretofore 
the 
vouchers were 
'mailed to the Yeterans and they were 


required to appear before a notary 
public or some court attache to hare 
the papers properly executed. These 
papers were then sent to the Colum- 
bus office.where the check was made 
out and returned to the pensioner by 
nail. 


Under the new pension law 
the 
checks will be mailed direct to the 
old soldiers and the money will be 
available at once. 


This method will be much more 


simple than the older method and 
will be more convenient to the pen- 
sioners. Many of them are 
feeble 


"with age or disease and are subject- 
ed to much hardship jn being com- 
pelled to appear before a 
notarv 
each quarter.
